attempts in the future are also likely to be. 
The most that we can hope toyle is to obtain a 
clue as to how life may have arisen. We may, 
| by experimental analogues, arrive at results 
which ran parallel to the actual processes 
whieh once played their part in the remote 
_, | peeaiabate state of Hip game And we may be 
| led to postulate the conditions and the modes 
of operation which must necessarily have then 
| existed. Such-a step may be useful in itself, 
j}and may mark much progress in the right 
direction. 

“Bat even if it shoald give a clue, anda 
satisfactory clue perhaps, to the solution of the 
| problem, it must not on that account be sup- 
| posed that the problem itself has been solved, 
still leas so that life has been produced by 
artificial means around oa. For the precise 
conditions are just those which we find it so 
dificalt, if not impossible, to divine. We 
should dismiss from our minds the illusion 
that we may find the final solution of this 
| enigma in the laboratory, in bottles, or in test- 
tabes. On the other hand, we should not 
abandon in despair the hope, to which some 
of us may fondly cling, of yet being able to 
| read some day for ourselves the still unwritten 
| chapter in the history of our planet when life 
| first made its appearance as an ancestor to 
develop, in countless wona, into ourselves. 

“We may regard the stady of artificial cells, 
particularly those in protoplasm, as leading us 
onward by the same principles as those which 
led to the Origin of Species, onward towards 
the origin of cellular protoplasm, and likewise 
of cellular life. 

“In this respect, the title which I have ven- 
tured to give my buok, “The Origin of Life,’ 


come, if it ever 


considering the line of argument. I have ven- 
tured to pursue or the therein put 
forward, is perhaps the appropriate to its 
subject. For it is, as I -maintain, the doctrine 
of evolution applied also to the evolution of 
life. And the problem of life thus becomes 
resolved into a problem of physics, wherein the 
individual atoms themselves by natural selec- 
tion in forming suitable aggregates play their 
part in the struggle for existence by the sur- 
vival of such ofthem as _— best fitted 
to live.”

Howmoch ofthis amount remains in the banks 
of the country can, in the absence of monthly 
statements of the banks, be merely conjectured:

wide of the mark. Of thebalancea largeamount 
undoubtedly remains in the handsof the skilled 
and unskilled labourers, whose earnings have 
never previously approximated to the currerft 
rates, while meltings for native jewellery have 
as usnal absorbed a large amount, the mini- 
mum estimate being 1/2 million sterling: and 
beyond these items the onknown amount of 
native hoardings bave to be reckoned 

It has been stated on the highest authority 
that this propensity is common not 
among the poorer class of natives but also 
among the well-to-do. 

Such fatuity by restricting the supply of 
currency has accentuated the monetary crisis, 
in consequence of which the fellahen have been 
compelled to sell a portion ot their cotton crop 
at prices considerable below what would have 
been obtained had they permitted their hoard 
ings to circulate freely. It is to be hoped that 
the experience may be a serviceable lesson to 
them.

They forget that the hage mass of the 
great Dependensy is broken by dozens of 
native States"whose Princes no more desire a 
popalar uprising than we do, as well as by 
those nomberless differences of creed, caste, 
occupation, and civilisation which in 1857 
arrested any popular revdlt, and practically 
left the drilled sepoys, though objects, it may 
be, of popnlar sympathy, as rebel armies hang- 
ing in air. Handreds, possibly thousands, will, 
we doubt not, read the paper on “The Moslem 
Menace” which Captain Wilson has contribated 
to the Nineteenth Century for this month 
with a sense that it reveals a frightfal, though 
not an immediate, danger both to Burope and 
to themselves. The idea of that writer is that 
all.Africa may be in insurrection at once, and the 
whites throughout Africa may be slaughtered ont. 
Granted certain premises, he has,ofcourseplenty 
of alarming “facts. It is quite certain that 
there are nomerous military monasteries in 
the hinterland of Tunis belonging to Muoss- 
ulmans of the sect of the Senonssi, and that 
this sect, which must be dreadfally bored by 
the secluded method of its existence, would 
like very much to restore what it conceives to 
be the divinely ordained position of dominance 
to the devotees of the Faith. It is also a “fact” 
that the Moors of North Africa are bitterly 
hostile to all Christians, and could, as against 
France, arrange a very dangerous uprising. It 
is a “fact” also that the blacks of the Congo 
State, who must be millions in nember, have 
been tortured and oppressed into a very bitter 
hatred—for all white men. It may also be 
accepted ada fact that the black people of 
Sonthern Africa wonld, if they could, drive 
Englishmen, Datchmen, and Germans all alike 
into the sea,fecling that they would be happier, 
or,at a'l events,pronder and less hardly worked, 
under military tyrants of their own blood. 
These things are all trae; and it is conceivable 
therefore, that whenever they are all ready the 
whole of the black peoples of Africa might rise 
at once, slaughter ont the handfull of whites 
now beginning to tax, to direct, and otherwise 
to interfere with them, and mightfor'a moment 
be successful in that great effort. What is not 
troe is the dedaction that becanse such an 
explosion is conceivable it will therefore happen. 
Why shonld the Arabs, who are Mohammed- 
ans capable of civilisation, stake their lives 
for the benefit of negro pagans whom they 
regard with little more sense of brotherhood 
than their white rivals do? Why on earth 
should the Zulus, for example, accept the 
leadership of the Senoussi ; and why should 
a set of military monks buried in the 
desert, whose resources for battle, intel 
lectual and material, must be described as 
at all events limited, be able to organise a vast 
continent filled by millions of men differing in 
race, traditions, aspirations, “and gedgraphical 
situation for a campaign in which; as they well 
know, they must perish in thoorénds? Burope, 
no doubt, when every man in it was armed, 
an@ when its whole population was moved by 
one of those quasi-religions impalses which we 
describe and denounce by the word “fanaticism,” 
organised 'a series of Crusades whieh had at 
least this advantage,—that they had a definite 
and limited geographical objective. Barope did 
not make mueh of that great effort, thoagh its 
foes were certainly not equal in strength to the 
enemy which would now resist the blacks, and 
which, besides being better. drilled and better 
armed, wields the almost limitless resources 
now devoted, by what Christians must describe 
as a misuse of science, to the slaughter of

Eorope ;and the idea that Africa could is one 
of these dreamy absurdities, born of a confusion 
between hatred and military strength, which 
for some unknown reason seem just now to 
obsess all bat the best trained soldiers and 
Admirals_of Europe.
